H suclücle here all the fishes belonging to the families, Gobiesocidae, Limnichthidae, Paraperci- 
dae, Brotulidae, Bothidae and Soleidae, which are hitherto known from the coral reefs of the Riu- 
kiu Islands.

opercle with one short spine; tongue somewhat pointed; dorsal and anal not connected with 
caudal; caudal 10.9 in length, rounded; ventral close together, 4.2 in length, inserted .on throat 
just before base of pectoral, but not reaching to anus; small well-inbricated, cycloid scales 
covering body entirely; predorsal! scales extending forward to above hind margin of preopercle 
;cheek covered with minute cycloid scales posteriorly; opercle, infraorbital and snout naked ; jaws, 
vomers and palatines with bands of minute spine-like teeth. Color in formalin pale brown gener- 
ally; fins pale. 

This new species closely resembles GUENTHER's D. »nizolepis. It is, however, distinguishable from ` 
the latter in having smaller eyes, a smaller number of dorsal rays and a large number of scales 
in the longitudinal series. mE
